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British Pilot Falls 12,000 Feet 
Before Chute Opens, Fired at, Lives 


(Copyright, 1940.) 

LONDON, Sept. 12. — A fighter 
pilot, wounded by machine-gun fire 
over the English Channel, was 
tossed out of his plane, plummeted 
12,000 feet before his parachute 
opened, was fired on by a German 
airman as he fell, and lived to 
tell the story. He was with a squad- 
ron which had gone up to intercept 
Nazi fighters at 20,000 feet. 

“I picked out one Messerschmitt 
110 and fired a long burst at its 
tail,” he told reporters yesterday. 
“I saw one rudder and part of an 
elevator and fin break away as it 
dived away, apparently out of con- 
trol. 

“I had just gone through the 
clouds when my Hurricane was hit 
‘by what felt like a tornado. I felt 


a pain in my right side, felt the 
engine stop, heard hissing noises 
and smelled fumes. 

“The next thing I remembered 
was falling through air at high 
speed and feeling my helmet, fly- 
ing boots and socks torn off. The 
lack of oxygen must: have dulled 
my senses. As I had been flying 
at 19,000 feet and my parachute 
opened at 7000. 

“At about 5000 feet, between two 
layers of clouds, the Messerschmitt 
fired at me while it was being 
chased by Hurricanes.” 

The pilot, who landed in the 
channel, was picked up by a tor- 
pedo boat and removed to a hos- 
pital. His wounds, which proved 


to be slight, were dressed and he}

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP). 
f bese text of President Hoosevelt’s

Mr. Tobin, Members of the Con- 


vention: 


I am in a sort of quandary to- 
night. I don’t know whether this 
1 don't 
know because in these days, if, at 


is a political speech or not. 


a certain period of the year, you 
refer to anything that happened in 
George Washington's time, or Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s, or at any period in 
the past, including the past seven 
years, it’s a great question as to 
whether you are talking American 
history or politics. And so I throw 
myself on your indulgence, and on 
the indulgence of the radio com- 
panies (who in the one case would 
be paid and in the other would not 
be paid)—and on the indulgence of 
the American public. I don’t know. 
During the past weeks, in several 
sections of the East, I have been 
inspecting the progress of our na- 
tional defense. I have gone through 
Navy yards and private yards to 
watch the building of destroyers, 
submarines and aircraft carriers; 
I have visited aviation units to see 
our modern fighting planes; I have 
been in our great gun factories 
where I have seen the most modern 
guns of all types, swiftly being 
molded into shape; I have visited 
camps where young Americans are 
receiving training and instruction 
in the tactics of warfare, and the 
broader tactics of life, of today. 
Through it all there was the im- 
pressive conviction that America is 
rising to meet the ever-growing 
need for an adequate physical 
armed defense of the country. 
Tonight in a very real sense, I 
feel as I stand here that I am vis- 
iting another type of national de- 
fense, equally important in its own 
way in meeting the needs of the 
times, Enduring strength to a na-

A decade 
ago a minority of employers were 
willing to accept the principle of 
collective bargaining; today the 
majority of employers gladly adopt 
t. 


Reviews Labor’s Gains. 
And with that foundation, the 
last seven years have seen a series 
of laws enacted to give to labor 
a fair share of: the good life to 
which free men and women in a 
free nation are entitled as a mat- 
ter of right. Fair minimum wages 
are being established for workers 
in industry; decent maximum hours 
and days of labor have been set, 
to bring about an American stand- 
ard of living and recreation; child 
labor has been outlawed in prac- 
tically all factories; a system of 
employment exchanges has been 
created; machinery has been set 
up and strengthened and success- 
fully used for the mediation of la- 
bor disputes. Over them all has 
been created a shelter of social 
security—a foundation upon which 
is being built protection from the 
hazards of old age and unemploy- 
ment. 
The progress of the last seven 
years has been difficult. It has 
been beset by obstruction and by 
bitter propaganda from certain mi- 
nority groups in the community 
who had been accustomed for too 
many years to the exploitation of 
the great mass of people who 
worked for them. It was the same 
type of opposition to which I had 
become accustomed during my en- 
tire public career, dating back to 
my first election to the Senate of 
the State of New York 30 years 
ago this autumn, continuing 
through my service for nearly eight 
years as Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, and my service during four 


November and January. 


woman and child which the re- 
sources and man power of Amer- 
ica make possible. 

Our advance has been accom- 
plished with patience and delibera- 
tion. That is the democratic way; 
that is the road which leads to 
lasting results. Here in America 
we have kept our feet on the 
ground; our progress has been 
steady and sure; we have not been 
misled by illusory promises. 

Loss of Liberty Abroad. 
Events abroad have shown too 
late the result of the other kind 
of methods—promises of swift, 
revolutionary relief; seductive pic- 
tures of panaceas; short cuts to 
prosperity and plenty, pictured as 


simple and easy—all of these have 
led to the same cruel disappoint- 
ment. For these promises people 
yielded up their liberties and all 
that made life dear. In exchange 
they have received only the ra- 
tioning of their news, the ration- 
ing of their religion, the rationing 
of the clothes upon their backs, and 
the rationing of the bread upon 
their tables. 

Our progress must continue to 
be a steady and deliberate one— 
we cannot stand still, we cannot 
slip back. We must look forward 
to certain definite things im the 
near future, For example, the bene- 
fits of social security should be 
broadened and extended; unem- 
ployment insurance should cover a 
larger number of workers. Our 
old-age pension system must be 
improved and extended; the 
amount of the pension should be 
increased, and, above all, these 
pensions must be given in a man- 
ner which will respect. the dignity 
of the life of service and labor 
which our aged citizens have given 
to the nation. 

Improved Pensions. 

It is my hope that soon the 
United States will have a national 
system under which no needy man 
or woman within our borders will 
lack a minimum old-age pension 
which will provide adequate food, 
clothing and lodging to the end 
of the road—without having to go 
to the poorhouse to get it. And I 
look forward to a system which, in 
addition to this bare minimum, 
will enable those who have faith- 
fully toiled in any occupation to 
build up additional security for 


their old age which will allow 
them to live in comfort and happi- 
ness. 

The people must decide whether 
to continue the type of government 
which has fostered the progress to 
date, or whether to turn it over to 
those who by their action, if not 
always by their word, have shown 
their fundamental opposition to 
the main objectives toward which 
we have worked in the past and 
to which we are definitely com- 
mitted for the future. 

There are some who would not 
only stop now the progress we 
are making in social and labor 
legislation, but would even repeal 
what has been enacted during the 
past seven years—all on the plea 
that an adequate national defense 
requires it. They would seek un- 
liimted hours of labor. They would 
seek lower wages. They would 
seek the cancellation of those safe- 
guards for which we have all strug- 
gled so long. 

I still believe, however, as I did 
when I said on May 26 last: “We 
must make sure in all that we do 
that there be no breakdown or can- 
cellation of any of the great social 
gains which we hdve made in these 
past years . . There is nothing 
in our present emergency to jus- 
tify a retreat from any of our so0- 
cial objectives—conservation of re- 
sources, assistance to agriculture, 
housing and help to the underpriv- 
ileged.” 

Our mighty national defense ef- 
fort against all present and poten- 
tial threats cannot be measured 
alone in terms of mathematical in- 
crease in the number. of soldiers 
and sailors, or of guns or tanks or 
planes. Behind them all must stand 
a united people whose spiritual and 
moral strength has not been sapped 
through hunger or want or fear or 
insecurity. The morale of a people 
is an essential supplement to their 
guns and planes, 

I am convinced that a breakdown 
of existing labor and social legis- 
lation would weaken rather than 
increase our efforts for defense. 
Continuance of them means - the 
preservation of the efficiency of 
labor. It means the return to work 
of several millions still unemployed.

HERE is one type of bid which 
T experts abhor over all others. 

They don’t mind if their part- 
ners put in an occasional “psychic.” 
They do this themselves and can 
usually “handle” such bids, both on 
the sending and the receiving 
ends. What they are quite unable 


to handle is the “gulpic,” an open-’ 


ing bid which is neither fish nor 
fowl, neither sound nor psychic, 
but “in between.” A bid, for xam- 
ple, such as East’s in the following 
deal:

East’s one heart opening bid was 
indefensible from every angle. Far 
short of the two and one-half honor 
tricks for an honest opening, the 
hand was equally far removed from 
the psychic class, being much too 
strong. The only result East at- 
tained by his abortive effort was 
to throw his own partner off bal- 
ance. West, a player with an ex 
ceptionally keen “ear” for the bid- 
ding, was certain that East had 
not bid a worthless hand, and, 
naturally enough, could not visual- 
ize such a “dog” as East actually 
held. West knew that with an 
opening bid opposite him, a strong 
hand at South, and a couple of 
honor tricks in his own hand, 
North must have a “bust,” hence 
there was no sense in passing to 
two no trump in the hope of -get- 
ting a crack at a higher contract. 

South’s failure to run from the 
double of two no trump convinced 
West that South was not afraid of 
a heart opening. Hence, to keep 
the heart ace back of South’s 
strength, West opened a low spade. 
Declarer captured East’s ten with 
a queen and immediately led a 
low diamond toward dummy’s ten. 
This put West squarely on the spot, 
not that it mattered whether he 
ducked or played the king. But 
West figured that declarer might 
have a long.dfamond suit missing 
only the king, and now was try- 
ing to “put over a fast one.” So 
West jumped up with the king 
and shifted to the club queen, feel- 
ing that East must have the club 
ace and that the only way to de- 
feat the contract was to take three 


club tricks and a couple of hearts. 


on a lead through declarer. To 
West’s disgust, however, dummy’s 
club king won this trick and a 


diamond finesse against East’s 
queen produced four diamond 
tricks for the declarer. These, 


with the A-Q of spades and the 
A-K of clubs, rounded ‘out the 
doubled contract and gave North- 
South a game on the board. 

It would have been equally futile 
for West to have ducked on the 
low diamond lead toward dummy. 
The ten would have forced East's 
queen, no return from East could 
have collected many tricks, and 
later declarer would have laid down 
his diamond ace and caught West’s 
blank king on the theory that 
West's penalty double virtually 
guaranteed the possession of one 
diamond honor.

Preparing for Coming E clips 


U. S. Astronomers Head Expeditions 
To South America and Africa, Where 
They Will See Moon Hide Sun, Oct. I.

BSERVATION of the best daytime blackout of the sun in years, 
the total eclipse visible principally from Brazil on Oct. 1, will be 
almost exclusively an American undertaking, thanks to the war. 


European astronomers are busy with the blackout of science and 
Civilization due to Hitler’s invasions. 

Perhaps a dozen parties all told will be along the path crossing 
Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, the Atlantic Ocean and South Africa, 
where the tip of the moon’s shadow will pass. No doubt some stray 
European may get there, while South American and South African 
astronomers will not neglect this eclipse in their own backyards. 


But the four principal groups will 
be American, from Harvard Uni- 


versity, the National Bureau of 
Standards, Brown University, the 
National Geographic Society and 


the Amateur Astronomers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Two years ago astronomers from 
all the world gathered in the halls 
of the Swedish Riksdag in Stock- 
holm, for the triennial meeting of 
the International Astronomical Un- 
ion. Many of their sessions were 
concerned with eclipses, discussing 


what they had learned at earlier 
ones, what they could do in the 
future. 


Next observable eclipse was to 
be in October, 1940, offering ad- 
vantages of long duration and visi- 
bility over well settled regions, ac- 
cessible by many lines of transpor- 
tation. So American,’ British, 
French, Italian, German, Scandina- 
vian and Japanese astronomers 
talked it over and decided what 
each might do to contribute most. 

Even then war clouds were gath- 
ering over Europe. Now many 
who conferred at Stockholm have 
turned theig skill to darker uses, 
in the military service of their re- 
spective countries. Some Ameri- 
cans have been affected likewise, 
but here, fortunately, others are 
left to the pursuit of knowledge. 

To most eclipses in recent years 
the United States Naval Observa- 
tory has sent expeditions, often 
using a navy vessel for transpor- 
tation. Now the navy is too busy 
with defense preparations to spare 
aship. The planned expedition was 
canceled. 

The four American groups will be 
scattered along the eclipse path, 
three in Brazil, one in South Africa. 
Some will study the sun’s corona, 
its mysterious outermost layer 
which can be observed fully only 
at eclipse time. Others will be 
more interested in photographs of 
the sun’s atmosphere, taken through 
the prisms of a spectrum camera. 
Still others will make motion pic- 
tures of the whole impressive event, 
in color, and in black and white. 
And still others will bother little 
about what is happening in the 
sky—their concern will be with the 
effect of the eclipse on the atmos- 
phere of the earth, as revealed by 
the way it transmits and reflects 
radio waves. 

Perhaps the most novel feature 
of this eclipse will be that, for the 
first time since modern eclipse ob- 
servations began, some astronomers 
may really be able to watch the 
eclipse through attending elaborate 
instruments, 


At its rare best, a total eclipse 
of the sun lasts only a little over 
seven minutes. This time in South 
America the sun will be covered

for less than five, in South Africa 
about three and a half minutes. 
During this brief intreval all kinds 
of observations must be made. In 
the photographic program, camera 
shutters must be opened and closed, 
exposed plates removed and fresh 
ones inserted, color screens changed. 

After he had opvserved an eclipse 
in Japan in 1887, an American as- 
tronomer, Prof. David P. Todd of 
Amherst College, conceived the 
idea of doing all this automatically. 
He had constructed an elaborate 
apparatus, working pneumatically 
on the principle of the player 
piano. As in that instrument, a 
perforated paper roll controlled the 
operations, not of hammers strik- 
ing strings, but of pieces of scien- 
tific equipment. Two pedals, like 
those of the old-fashioned pianola, 
were vigorously pumped to provide 
the air. 

Todd took this to West Africa 
for an eclipse on Dec. 22, 1889. 
Twenty-five cameras were under its 
control, and it was arranged to 
take more than 300 exposures in 
the 190 seconds during which the 
sun was covered. The machinery 
worked perfectly, Todd later re- 
ported but, unfortunately, he had 
no results to show. At the crucial 
moments the sky was cloudy! On 
Aug. 9, 1896, he tried it in Japan

again, but once more had clouds, 
and his invention was forgotten. 
This year, however, the idea has 
been revived. The joint expedition 
of the National Bureau of Stand- 
urds and the National Geographic 
Society, most elaborate of all, will 
use a similar machine, designed by 
Dr. Irvine C. Gardner, leader of 
the expedition. With the develop- 
ment of electrical engineering dur- 
ing the past half century, he will 


depend on electricity rather than 
air. For that reason he chose as 
the base in Brazil the town of 
Patos, where there is an American 
cotton company with reliable 
sources of power.

known until the eclipse is over, but 
it is unlikely. Patos is on a high, 
dry plateau. At this time of year 
the sky is generally clear, so the 
chances for good eclipse weather 
seem highly favorable. 

Leaving astronomers free to look

three months, to ascertain the nor- 
mal conditions with which to com- 
pare the eclipse findings. 

The other two American parties 
will both be in Brazil. To Quixer- 
amobim has journeyed Dr. Charles 
H. Smiley, of Brown University, 
with a special type of camera, a 
Schwarzschild telescope, which will 
photograph a large area around the 
eclipsed sun. 

Campina Grande, about 100 miles 
in from the coast, is the destina- 
tion of a contingent from the Ama- 
teur Astronomers Association, in 
New York, equipped both with 
movie and _ still cameras. Thus, 
many points of the path will be cov- 
ered Should one have cloudy 
weather, others may be more for- 
tunate, and, despite war, the scien- 
tific record of eclipses will be aug- 
mented.

‘Women of Frontier Days 


INE black-veiled women sit- 
N ting silent, bowed—waiting. 
Waiting, day after day, in a 


Capitol lobby, as a protest against 
compulsory military training. 
Dangling outside, the grotesque 
dummy of Senator Pepper, sup- 
porter of the measure, whom they 
had had hanged in effigy before 
they started their “Death Watch.” 
Startling demonstration that. Not 


easily forgotten. And one that 
many another woman will ap- 
plaud. 


But not spunky Mrs. W. Walter 
Williams, 70, of New Bedford, Mass. 
Twenty years ago, in the first 
World War, Mrs. Williams passed 
through the agony of her own Death 
Watch, came out of it with a gold 
star over her heart and the memory 
of a boy who would never come 
home. If ever a woman had a 
right to hate war and dread its 
clutch on Youth, this mother has. 
And does. But no black veil for 
her, no effigy hangings. To the 
contrary, she has taken her stand 
with “the men folks” and started 
a “one-woman campaign” in favor 
of conscription. 

Two violently different view- 
each one utterly sincere, 
each one backed by excellent argu- 


ments. Which is right? One won- 
ders. And, wondering, I think 
back— 


I'm remembering those women Il 
knew aS a youngster, back in Cali- 
fornia’s frontier days. Women 
who’d climbed as girl brides into 
those sun-seared, frost-frayed cov- 
ered wagons. Older women—their 
youth already passed—who'd taken 
the same trail with gray-haired hus- 
bands or adventuring sons. And 
a grim trail it was, believe me! 

Very romantic, now, to sit in an 
air-conditioned movie house and 
see these modern Hollywood ver- 
sions of that heroic trek. But no 
silver screen can show the misery 
and monotony, the homesickness 
that gnawed like acid at those pio- 
neer women’s hearts. And no tech- 
nicolor, however radiant, can do 
justice to the courage that flamed 
beneath their ragged gowns and 
drove them on, despite heartbreak. 
terror and death. 

I’m thinking of one grizzled old 
Amazon whose girth was only ex- 


ceeded by her salty and often pro- 
fane mirth. She’d been a frail 
flash of a girl when she slipped 
away from her blue-blooded Phila- 
delphia home and eloped with a 
young Lieutenant, as young and 
untested as herself, and headed for 
Indian trouble. Never in all her 
sheltered years had she known dis- 
comfort or responsibility, much less 
the gaunt face of danger. But 
within a week she was following 
her husband’s regiment, as home- 
less and hunted, and often as hun- 
gry, as any prairie wolf, and taking 
it all in her stride. 

She did not have even the gold 
craze to buoy her spirit. For years 
life was one long Indian skirmish, 


her only haven some transient 
camp fire. In one week, she 
watched four of the babes she 


had borne without medical aid die 
from diphtheria. ... sat, dry-eyed 


as the wagon wheels rolled over 
their shallow graves—and her 
heart. Yet lived to bear four more. 


When I knew her, she was near- 
ing the end—still as merry and as 
mellow as old wine. Her house 
was home to every youngster in 
town. She rarely talked of the 
past, but if one brought it up, her 
big chin tightened, her strong old 
fingers snapped. 

“What else was there to do?” 
she'd snort. “Life was like that 
when the West was young. Some 
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had to take the beating. You 
young whippersnappers don’t know 
what it’s all about. Playing around 
with croquet balls when we were 
sortin’ scalps!” 

Rambling through the Ghost 
Towns of the Mother Lode, I think 
of her and the thousands like her 
who broke that wilderness. Still 
their mark lingers in the crumbling 
walls. New England roses climbing 
over an old adobe hut, in a treeless 
wilderness with only coyote and 
buzzard for neighbor. Mats of 
clove pink half lost in the weeds 
. .. harvest of root and slip and 
seed, carried through hell over 3000 
miles by women who'd risked and 
often lost all they held dear. 


Women like that made this na- 
tion! Their courage, their _ pa- 
tience, their fighting faith made 
America possible. Had they wished, 
they could have hamstrung and 
hogtied their men with tears and 
coddling, as surely as their grand- 
daughters are doing the same thing 
today. But to them there was 
something greater in life than 
safety, something more important 
than happiness, something that took 
precedence over personal joy or 
heartbreak. 

They served life, those women, 
and gave it all they had. And from 
that service sprang. America. I 
wonder if they'd be staging “death 
watches” today.

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Does Appendix 
Cause Pain by 
Having Spasm?

OES the appendix ever cause 
J) vain by having a spasm?” 

Long ago when appendicitis 
was a new word the theory was 
widely held that the symptoms 
were due to a grape seed that had 
entered the appendix. When eat- 
ing grapes we were admonished 
not to swallow the seeds—an ex- 
tremely unpopular piece of advice, 
because if you extract the seeds of 
a grape while the grape is in yout 
mouth the result is a bitter tasi¢e 
which entirely spoils the pleasure 
of grape-eating. A mere enlight- 
ened opinion later absdived grape 
seeds of the responsibility of caus- 
ing appendicitis and pointed out 
that what the surgeons had been 
finding inside the appendices were 
not grape seeds but tiny intestinal 
stones. So grape-eating was re- 
sumed in the more civilized and 
only proper method of swallowing 
the grape entire. 

This ancient theory has now 
raised its head again under a new 
name — appendiclausis. It means, 
so we are told, a pain or spasm, 
simulating acute appendicitis, but 
caused not by appendicitis but by 
an obstruction to the appendix. 
The muscular layer of the appen- 
dix attempts to overcome this ob- 
struction and causes the cramp- 
ing. The only trouble with this 
beautiful theory, ‘which is cer- 
tainly destined to be a great boon 
to amateur surgeons, is that the 
appendix has practically no mus- 
cles at all. True the text-books 
show a muscular layer in the wall 
of the appendix, but this inclusion 
is due more to haste and hapit 
than to real study. Maxinow, in 
his text-book on histology, says, 
“The muscular ring of the appen- 
dix is poorly developed.” Appendi- 
clausis, in our opinion, is rather 
like the conception of chronic ap- 
pendicitis—there’s money in it for 


surgeons, but only trouble for 
everybody else.

IN OUR DISCUSSION of the ad- 
visability of extracting dead teeth 
in the column recently, we took 
the conservative point of view that 
such teeth should be removed only 
when there is definite proof that 
they are causing trouble — that 
they harbor actual infection. We 
are glad this week to see an arti- 
cle by Dr. Louis I. Grossman, of 
Philadelphia, which supports this 
point of view. Referring to pulp- 
less teeth, Dr. Grossman says that 
the danger of the pulpless tooth 
as a source of infection can no 
longer be held valid. “Fifteen or 
twenty years ago,” he writes, “in 
the heyday of the theory of focal 
infection, physicians were order- 
ing patients to have their teeth 
removed for almost every kind 
of obscure complaint.” Pulpless 
teeth were almost routinely re- 


moved. A pulpless tooth is not a 
dead tooth. It still has vital rela- 
tionships with surrounding  tis- 
sues. Clinical evidence shows that 
many people with pulpless teeth 
have no apparent systemic in- 
volvement.” °
